Many Ame ricans would not have known there was a team re p re­ 
senting the United States In the Olympic rugby matches at Baris IC the ro t­ 
ten treatm ent the Americans received from the- French had not landed on the 
first page of all the big papers. 
Perhaps it was fortunate that the* poor sportsm anship of the French 
people did serve to advertise th" American team, for without that publicity 
they might have fought and won, without r« cognition. 
The American boys went to Antwerp in 11*20, and won the Olympic rugby 
championship against tre mendous odds. 
It wi h a great victory, lint it never 
received the proper recognition. 
Even the American newspapermen didn’t have time in the hectic rush of 
covering ten ais, track and field, swimming, w restling and boxing, which were 
going on sim ultaneously, to give much attention to the football | layers. 
One afternoon several American scribes were leaving tin A ntw erp .Ra­ 
dium. rattier weary after a tedious day of fighting for space on the cables, 
when they noticed a big squad oi athletes, wearing American shield*, working 
out oil a lichi back of the stadium. 
It was not until one of them had inquired 
that it urns learned that the Am erican rugby team was iii the football com 
petition. 
Of .ill the* American athletes who won champion ship at Antwerp, tho 
rugby football players received the least recognition and tin* smallest credit, 
although, under the circum stances, their accom plishment represented .is much 
American spunk, grit and m erit as was shown by any Ann ne.ut athletes 
entered in the games. 
This year, however, the American rugby team has earned the credit and 
the tribute that goes with a brilliant perform ance and their victory will go 
down us the most distinguished victory that can be won by the United S t a t e s 
ut Paris.

Rugby is practically extinct in the Luted States.

When rugby was in vogue in this conn 
try it was confined exclusively to the state of California, and there w ere not 
more than five universities then engaged in the sport. 
Some of the Culifoi 
nia colleges play rugby now, hut It is regarded so little Ilia; not evi ti 
minor sport letter Is given to the players. 
Many of the players who went to Paris and won the cham pionship by 
beating the French team 17 to *1 had not played from the time they let* Ant 
werp tour years ago until they went out to train Tor this team. 
Under these circum stances the A m ericans were presented with the sam e 
difficulties that a French baseball team would have in beating the pennant 
winner of a Class A league, let alone the w inner of tin* world's scries. 
The actions of tho crowd at Paris in hissing tin* players, inrulting th 
flag and drowning out the notes of the "Stnr Spangled B anner” were detest 
able in themselves, but they were despicable when all the facts of the case 
are considered.

New York, May 31. - Luck and blind faith in hunches have been the pre 
dominating influences in the romance surrounding the career on the turf 
of Black Gold, the Kentucky Derby winner. 
Pate seems to have played such a hand in directing the destiny of Mrs 
R. M. Hoots’ three-year-old colt that some horsemen feel that. lie may tie f 
steed of the gods and another Man o’ War. 
Black Gold was willed into the equine world in the dying breath of R. M 
Hoots, an oil prospector and a campaigner of a one-mare stable on tin 
merry-go-round tracks in the west. 
Before he died, Hoots asked as a. special favor that Trseeit, his 9-year-old 
mare, which had been ruled off the turf, he mated with a good stallion. 
“Give her a chance and she'll give you a Derby winner," he said. 
His wife promised to give the mare lier chance and never to part wit ii 
the offspring. 
The promised chance resulted in Black Gold, named after thr 
oil that, gushed out of the little Hoots place in Oklahoma and poured a mil­ 
lion dollars on the widow. 
Mrs. Hoots cares little for racing. 
She wanted her husband to give up 
years before his death, the fascination that drew him to the turf, but he had 
his hunches and he played them, chough they didn’t prove for him until 
after he had gone. 
The widow is campaigning a stable consisting of Black Gold, a prince 
of the turf, and a little old plater that was willed her, only in memory of 
the man whose faith outlasted him. 
Veteran horsemen, who have become weather-wrinkled by many days 
around m a n y tracks, probably would ridicule the idea of a fable influence 
casting its magic spell around any old horse, but they put the same feeling 
in different words by regarding the Derby winner as a “freak horse." 
Those who follow the orthodox rules of training thoroughbreds that p re ­ 
vail in the big Aancocas, Whitney, Bradley and other ranking stables, express 
the opinion that only a freak horse could live under tho treatments of “Three 
Finger” Harry Webb, a Cherokee Indian. 
They say that only a freak horse 
could go out and do the things on (fie track that Black Gold lias done when 
he was treated like the pinto of a boozed cow-puncher.

UNITED .STATES RI GBY TEAM HEAL OLYMPIC HEROES 
Rugby football is one of tile minor competitions on tile Olympic sport 
program. 
Many Americans would not have known there was a team repre­ 
senting the United States in the Olympic rugby matches at Paris if the rot­ 
ten treatment the Americans received from the French had not landed on the 
first page of all the big papers. 
Perhaps it was fortunate that the poor sportsmanship of the French 
people did serve to advertise tin* American team, for without that publicity 
they might have fought and won, without recognition. 
The American boys went to Antwerp iii 1920, and won the Olympic rugby 
championship against tremendous odds. 
Tt was a great victory, hut it never 
received the proper recognition. 
Even the American newspapermen didn’t have time in the hectic rush of 
covering tennis, track and field, swimming, wrestling and boxing, which were 
going on simultaneously, to give much attention to the football players. 
One afternoon several American scribes were leaving tho Antwerp sta­ 
dium. rather weary after a tedious day of fighting for space on the cables. 
when they noticed a big squad of athletes, wearing American shields, working 
out on a field hack of Hie stadium. 
ll was not until one of them had inquired 
that it was learned that the American rugby team was in the football com­ 
petition. 
Of all the American athletes who won championship ut Antwerp, tho 
rugby football players received the least recognition and tin* smallest credit, 
although, under tho circumstances, their accomplishment represented as much 
American spunk, grit and merit as was shown by any American athlete's 
entered in the games. 
This year, however, the American rugby team has earned the credit and 
the tribute that goes with a brilliant performance and their victory will go 
down as the most distinguished victory that can lie won by the United States 
at Paris.

Consider what rugby is in the United States, what it is in the foreign 
countries and what an American victory means against such competition’ 
Rugby is practically extinct iii the Unfed States. 
Since tho big California 
universities went back to the American style of football about eight years 
age, the game has been played only by a few college players who kept up 
competition merely for the exercise. 
When rugby was in vogue In this coun­ 
try it was confined exclusively to tile state of California, and there were not 
more than five universities then engaged in the sport. 
Some of the Califor­ 
nia colleges play rugby 
now, but it is regarded so 
little that not even a 
minor sport letter is given to the players. 
Many of the players 
who went to Paris and won the championship by 
beating the French team 
17 to 3 had not played from the time they left Ant­ 
werp four years ago until they went out to train for this team. 
Under these circumstances the Americans were presented with tho same 
difficulties that a French baseball team would have in beating the pennant 
winner of a Class A league, let alone the winner of the world’s series. 
The actions of the crowd nt Paris in hissing tlu* players, {Bruiting the 
flag and drowning out tile notes of tile “Star Spangled Banner’’ we're detest­ 
able in themselves, but they were despicable when itll tin' facts of the case 
are considered.
